Fleischmann confirmed yester-

|Passenger cars in the first quar- 
ter of 1952 through reduced allo- 
cations of steel, copper and alum- 
inum. Manufacturers will be al- 
lowed to build 1,006,000 cars if 
they can employ substitutes and 
use up inventories on hand. 

The 930,000 figure represents 
‘close to a 14 per cent cut under 
the present quarter’s output of 
1,100,000 cars, and a deep slash 
from the output of 1,600,000 cars 
a quarter before the Korean war. 

The curtailments are necessary, 
Fleischmann said, “because the 
defense program is beginning to 
hit its stride (and) the military 
use of basic materials is growing 
rapidly.” 

Direct military demands in 
first-quarter 1952 will absorb 12 
per cent of the country’s entire 
steel supply, 24 per cent of cop- 
‘per and 40 per cent of aluminum, 
he reported. 

“The outlook is that production 
of such civilian items as refrig- 
erators, stoves, radios, television 
sets and home appliances of all 
‘kinds will be reduced,” Fleisch- 
'mann said. 

“But because generally ample 
supplies of these products are 
‘now on dealers’ shelves the sup- 
ply should be sufficient to meet 
normal consumer needs.” 

The allotment of steel for con- 
sumer goods will be 870,260 tons 
as against 984,793 in the current 
quarter. 
| Steel Increase Expected. 


A slight improvement in the 
supply of structural steel—about 
100,000 tons—is expected after 
New Year’s, Fleischmann § said. 
This will help meet the industrial 
expansion program, but civilian 
construction will get little if any 
of the increase. 

In the case of schools and hos- 
pitals—a field in which thousands 
of planned projects have been de- 
ferred by control orders, Fleisch- 
mann said DPA will try to follow 
this policy: Providing enough ma- 
terial to build grade schools in 
defense areas, to replace con- 
demned structures, and to com- 
plete schools already under way. 
Also, to give preference to ele- 
mentary schools rather than high 
schools and colleges, because the 
great increase in student popula- 
tion is at the grade school level.

U.S. CHALLENGES

AUSTRIAN PEACE 


VIENNA, Oct. 12 (UP)—Unit- 
ed States High Commissioner 
Walter J. Donnelly challenged 
the Russians today to sign a 
peace treaty and end the Allied 
occupation of Austria. 

Speaking before the four-power 
Allied Council, he denied Russian 
charges that western Austria 
which is occupied by the Westerr! 
allies, was being rearmed., 

Donnelly pointed out that the 
Russians forced the Austrians to 


pay for an occupation army of 
50,000 men—bigger than that of 
the three Western powers com- 
bined—and had taken more than 
$400,000,000 worth of equipment 
and produce out of the country 
since the end of the war. 

He said they also seized and 
operated 350 Austrian factories 
for their own benefit.

The handling and tone of the 
roundtable conference has  be- 
come an important issue in the 
still-peneding consideration by a 
Senate Foreign Relations sub- 
committee of the nomination of 
Jessup as a delegate to the 
United Nations.

Plans to Demand 


Freedom When Egypt Cancels Pact 


Sends Statement to U.N., Britain and Fa- 
rouk’s Government Outlining 
Its Position. 


KHARTOUM, Sudan, Oct. 12 
(AP) — The Independence party 
said yesterday it would demand 


Sudan’s independence the mo- 
ment Egypt formally abrogates its 
1936 treaty with Britain. The 
treaty, which Egypt threatens to 
wipe out, calls for joint British- 
Egyptian control of the Sudan. 
The party, which dominates the 
Sudan legislative assembly, sent 
the following statement to the 
United Nations and the foreign 
secretaries of Britain and Egypt: 
“The Sudan was not a party 
to the Anglo-Egyptian agree- 
ments and never recognized them. 
We take the opportunity of 
Egypt’s move to declare to the 
world we have regained our sov- 
ereignty and will accept nothing 
short of an independent Su- 


} danese Government.

“The Egyptian effort to impose 
on Sudan the Egyptian crown and 
grant a constitution without con- 
sulting the Sudanese is the great- 
est insult Egypt ever directed to 
the Sudanese. On their part, the 
Sudanese will use all means to 
resist the Egyptian move which is 
a threat to the peace.” 

Sudan has been jointly ruled 
by Britain and Egypt for more 
than 50 years. The Legislative 
assembly last December by a 
39-38 vote passed a resolution 
asking the two countries to make 
a “joint declaration of the grant 
of self-government” to the Su- 
dan’s 8,000,000 people. 

(Britain yesterday declared it 
will “agree to no change in the 
status of Sudan without consulta- 
tion with the Sudanese,” and will 
“maintain the right of the Su- 
danese freely to choose their ul- 
timate status.” 

(Britain is speeding new troops 
to the Sudan from Trieste, almost 
a month ahead of a scheduled 
transfer, it was disclosed today. 
The experienced First Battalion 
of the South Lancashire Regi- 
ment, which has been at Trieste 
three years, was under orders to 
be ready to embark for Khartoum 


apparently had not intended the 
transfer until mid-November.) 


EGYPT MAPS PLANS 
TO OUST BRITISH 


CAIRO, Oct. 12 (AP)—Official 
sources said today Egypt will de- 
clare British troops in the Suez 
Canal area “enemy forces” after 
Parliament cancels Egypt's trea- 
ties with Britain. 

Legislative action voiding the 
treaties is expected when Parlia- 
ment meets next Monday. Brit- 
ain has said it would not recog- 
nize abrogation of the pacts, 
which let it keep troops in Egypt 
and provide for joint Anglo- 
Egyptian control of the Sudan. 

Informants said the govern- 
ment has completed blueprints 
of measures aimed at forcing 
British forces from the strategic 
waterway. These sources said 
the moves would include: 

1. Declaring British troops on 
Egyptian soil “enemy forces.” 

2. Ordering non-co-operation 
with the British. This would cut 
off their drinking water, fresh 
food and employment of Egyp- 
‘tian labor. 
| 3. Cancellation of all British 
privileges such as the right of 
| Britons in the Suez area to be 
‘tried by British courts, British 
military jurisdiction over British 
forces, exemption from duty of 
goods bound for the British gar- 
rison and the use of “military 
ports” in the area. 

Airlift Considered. 

British military sources say 
that if Egypt cut off supplies 
and communications, the British 
base at Suez could get along for 
a considerable time because it is 
“a living system which has its 
own stores, communications and 
power systems.” They said that 
if Egypt blockaded the base and 
supply ships could not get in, 
supplies could be airlifted if nec- 
essary. 

Britain has troops encamped 
along the 104-mile Suez Canal to 
which Egypt controls the sea ap- 
proaches. The number of British 
troops there is a secret, but un- 
der the 1936 treaty Britain has 
the right to maintain 10,000 
troops, 400 pilots and a number 
of maintenance and auxiliary per- 
sonnel. Egyptians said these fig- 
ures were exceeded. . 

Meanwhile, the Interior Minis- 
try barred public demonstrations 
throughout Egypt after anti- 
foreign rioting which followed its 
demand that Parliament nullify 
the alliances with Britain. 

Police Patrol Streets. 

Cairo streets were patrolled to- 
day by helmeted police to prevent 
recurrence of the riots which 
flared Wednesday. 

Last night several thousand 
members of the Moslem Brother- 
hood of Egypt demanded that 
Egypt declare war against Britain. 
The brotherhood, second largest 
political party in the country, also 
called on the Government to void 
all concessions to British firms 
and oust the British governor.

Stamp Collectors Can’t Lick Glue 
Dispute, Stuck With It, One Says 


St. Louisan Explains 


Controversy as 300 


Philatelists Open Three- Day 
Convention Here.

Stamp collectors have made a| 
tradition of glue and now they’re 
stuck with it, John Pope III said 
today as the Trans-Mississippi 
Philatelic Society opened a three- 
convention at the De Soto Hotel. 

Pope, a St. Louis attorney, is 
president of the Mound City 
Stamp Club, host to about 300 
stamp collectors and dealers who 
will discuss, among other tech- 
nical problems, whether to keep 
glue on uncanceled stamps in 
collections. 

é' With at least a million stamp 
collectors in the United States, 


and no telling how many valuable 
stamps which get stuck to albums, 
furniture, friends and relatives 
each year, this glue problem has 
become a touchy question, said 
Pope, a pro-glue-man himself. 
“Glue on uncanceled stamps is 
a primary point in determining 
value,” Pope explained. “Besides, 
tradition dictates that such items 
should have glue on the back.” 
Less patient philatelists de- 
mand, recurrently, that all col- 
lectors take a mass, bold step 
and soak all that glue off, No- 
body, however, has yet been will- 


| lick. The controversy 


ing to start it and the contrd- 
versy continues. And the stamps 
continue to get stuck, as do col- 
lectors. 

Back in 1840 when Sir Row- 
land Hill invented the postage 
stamp, a profile of Queen Vic-

| 10- and 20- cent stamps — some 


now worth $6000. These are on 
display among 150 frames at the 
convention. 

But glue became an important 
factor about 50-.years ago, Pope 
said, and now uncanceled stamps 
sometimes are kept in air-tight 
containers to keep their value up.

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Let St. Louis Decide 

By getting together on an earnings tax bill, 
the City Administration has simplified the issue 
which the Legislature has to decide. 

Members of the Legislature are not now asked 
to determine whether a certain rate of tax and a 
certain type of tax shall be levied against the 
incomes of people who work in St. Louis. 

They are not asked to determine whether the 
City of St. Louis does or does not need the extra 
revenue represented by an earnings tax. 

They are not called upon to conduct an inqui- 
sition into the purely local problem of the City’s 
purely local finances. 

The sole issue before the Legislature now is 
this: 

Shall the elected representatives of the people 
of St. Louis have the right to levy an earnings 
tax if they consider it necessary and if they are 
willing to take the responsibility for it? 

* . o 

By rights, there ought to be only one answer 
to that question. The answer should be: “Yes.” 
It is only through a defect in the City Charter, 
which would have been remedied had the new 
Charter been adopted last year, that the City has 
to ask the Legislature this question at all. 

By every canon of home rule, the City should 
have the right to impose such taxes as it consid- 
ers reasonable and necessary. Since the law at 
this moment does not confer this right in broad 
enough form to cover an earnings tax, the least 
the Legislature can do is to confer it in a limited 
form that will cover such a tax. 

Until now, the Legislature might have been 
excused for casting a skeptical eye on the St. 
Louis tax bill. Its members saw Mayor Darst 
blow hot and then cold on the question. They saw 
the Mayor advocate a one per cent tax with 
exemptions, and Aldermanic President Albanese 
advocate a one-half of one per cent tax without 
exemptions. They saw Mayor Darst throw a 
lobbying party, in questionable taste, to butter 
up the legislators. 

e - . 

For all these reasons, they may well have de- 
clined to shoulder the burden of solving the 
Mayor’s financial problem for him. 

But they are not asked to solve the problem 
now. They are only asked to let the St. Louis 
Board of Estimate and the St. Louis Board of 
Aldermen solve it. Mayor Darst, President Al- 
banese and Comptroller Milton Carpenter now 
unitedly support a bill that would simply au- 
thorize the City to levy an earnings tax of not 
more than one per cent. If such a tax is levied, 
the responsibility will rest in St. Louis, where it 

belongs. 

When the time comes to decide what type of 
earnings tax shall be enacted, we think the Board 
of Aldermen should insist on a graduated tax 
which takes into account the individual’s ability 
to pay. From that point of view, Mayor Darst’s 
proposal for a tax with exemptions is preferable 
to President Albanese’s plan for a revival of the 
old flat tax, and even the Mayor’s plan should 
be improved. 

But these are questions for St. Louis to decide. 
The first order of business is for the Legislature 
to pass a bill that will enable St. Louis to decide 


them. 
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Who Shall Keep the A-Bomb? 


Three years after President Truman declined 


‘to turn over custody of atomic bombs to the mili- 


tary establishment, Washington dispatches indi- 
cate a growing belief that the Defense Depart- 
ment is making a new attempt to gain the same 
objective. 

As disclosed by the just published diaries of 
the late James Forrestal, President Truman in 
1948 declined to abdicate civilian control of 
atomic bombs on the ground that he did not 
want “some dashing lieutenant colonel to decide 
when would be the proper time to drop one.” 
Mr. Truman then took the view that the grave 
responsibility for the use of atomic weapons was 
his and his alone. 

Looking back, it seems to us that Mr. Truman’s 
decision was the wise one. Has anything hap- 
pened since 1948 to warrant a reversal? 

One change in the situation is that atomic 
weapons are now being fashioned for tactical as 
well as strategic use. Another change is that 
actual warfare is now going on in Korea. Never- 
theless atomic weapons are surrounded with so 
many moral, political and other non-military im- 
plications that the decision on their use must 
perforce come only from the very highest au- 
thority—the President of the United States. 


Since this responsibility is inescapably the 
President's, no military officer of any rank could 
or should decide on his own that atomic weapons 
should be used. And if the military establishment 
is not free to use them, why does it need the 
physical custody of them? 

In 1948 Mr. Forrestal argued that military cus- 
tody was necessary in order to make sure that 
atomic weapons would be kept in a high state 
of readiness. Yet the Atomic Energy Commission 
has military men on its staff and maintains con- 
stant liaison with the Defense Department. If 
the military does not now know the state of 
readiness of the atomic stockpile, it certainly 
ought to, and surely does not need to take phy- 
sical custody in order to find out. 

Now as in 1948, the nation does not want 
“some dashing lieutenant colonel” to decide when 
atomic weapons shall be used. Only the strong- 
est military considerations could justify running 
the risk of such a miscarriage by abrogating 
civilian custody and control. 
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Mr. Christel’s Opportunity 

The election of Charles H. Christel as president 
of the St. Louis Board of Education was a sur- 
prising victory for the “reform” group within 
that body and it may well lead to an improve- 
ment in the conduct of public school business. 

First appointed to the board by Mayor Darst 
to fill out an unexpired term in January, 1950, 
the new president was elected to a full six-year 
term last April. He was one of three candidates 
successfully supported by the Citizens’ School 
Improvement Committee and has been a leader 
in the reform movement on the board. 


But whether he can institute many changes 
will depend in no small measure on the amount 
of public support he can muster. For the fact re- 
mains that within the 12-member board, Mr. 
Christel can be sure of only four votes, including 
his own. 


The new president will, however, have at least 


two advantages: From his position in the chair 
he has an excellent sounding board for a posi- 
tive program and he also has full power over 
committee appointments. A great deal of the 
board’s work is done in committee; judicious 
committee assignments may lead the way to 
progress. 

It is expected that Mr. Christel will soon make 
a statement of his aims. We would suggest, 
among other things, that the board’s business 
should be conducted openly and not at a private 


dinner; that an impartial investigation be con- 
ducted of charges of possible purchasing irregu- 
larities and that some attempt be made to bal- 
ance the board’s budget. No doubt Ber. Christel 
can add to this list. 
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Arrest Order for Finnegan 


The federal grand jury, which has so painstak- 
ingly investigated signs of irregularities in the 
St. Louis office of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue, has now indicted the recently resigned 
Collector, James P. Finnegan, lawyer and local 
Democratic politician. 

The five counts are serious ones. Two charge 
him with accepting bribes to influence his deci- 
sions on tax matters. Three charge him with vio- 
lating a federal law which prohibits a Govern- 
ment employe taking pay for services in a matter 
in which the Federal Government is a party. 

These indictments mean that the federal 
grand jurors, after weighing the evidence, be- 
lieve that the facts should be tried in court. 
They do not convict James Finnegan of any 
legal wrongdoing. They do call for his arrest, 
the posting of bond and due process of law to 
determine whether he is guilty or innocent of 
the charges. If he is found guilty he may be sent 
to prison for as long as three years. 

In view of all the hard digging done by this 
grand jury, Assistant Attorney General DeWolf, 
who directed its work, was wise to ask Presiding 
Judge Moore not to discharge the jurors. With 
“collateral cases” awaiting “vigorous investiga- 
tion,” the Finnegan indictments may be only 
the beginning. Thanks to Judge Moore's accept- 
ance of the request, the grand jury is only in 
recess and can go back to work on call. 

Such is the mess in which the President’s 
party organization now finds itself in St. Louis. 
Yet Mayor Darst says in Washington: “Of course 
it is unfortunate, but we’ve had worse scandals 
in St. Louis.” 

Perhaps so, but surely we have never had a 
Mayor with a greater .facility for saying the 
wrong thing! 
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The Future 500 Years Ago 


January 2, 1492, must have been one of those 
days on which the course of the future seemed 
clear—at least to Ferdinand and Isabel and the 
resplendent retinue riding with them to the 
walls of Granada. They were on their way to 
accept the surrender of Boabdil, the last Moor- 
ish king in Spain. They were marking the re- 
unification of the country after seven centuries of 
alien sway, And the way seemed clear ahead~— 
to the South and the East, to Morocco, Tunis, 
Algeria. Yet before the year’s end, the arrow of 
Spain’s destiny had swung full into the West. 

All this was the work, the almost unconscious 
work, of a man born 500 years ago, the man 
whom most of the world still misnames Chris- 
topher Columbus. As Columbus approached the 
beach of San Salvador, the future also must have 
seemed clear. Soon he would meet the Great 
Khan of Cipango—or perhaps Cathay. He would 
present the respects of Their Spanish Majesties. 
He, the Admiral of the Ocean Sea, would be 
their representative in this Oriental land. Then, 
through the tropic trees came the naked Indians. 

It took Columbus four voyages and a good 
many years to gain a glimpse of the role for 
which Destiny had chosen him. Toward the very 
end, he wrote a note full of understanding, a note 
which has been eloquently transliterated by Sal- 
vador de Madriaga: 

You thought that vou mattered. ... But 
you mattered not. What mattered was the 
Great Design, the union of Continent and 
Continent, the discovery of the earth by the 
earth, and of man by man... . The time 
had come for a world to die and for another 
world to be born. The New World that was 
to be discovered was not merely the Ameri- 
can Continent, but the world which the dis- 
covery of the American Continent was to 
bring in the minds of men... . 

What if you led for the wrong reason, since 
you led to the right place? Mankind may 
know where it is going even when its leaders 
do not. 

And that may be something for contemporary 
leaders and shapers and movers to remember, 
especially when they feel so sure about the pat- 


tern of the future. 
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An Extraordinary Tax Bill 

The American taxpayer now can, in all proba- 
bility, see his new tax bill in the form in which 
he will have to pay it. The Senate-House confer- 
ence committee has finished its work of reconcil- 
ing the differences of the two branches of Con- 
gress, and it is not likely that new differences 
will be raised. 

But in its present shape the bill is little, if 
any more Satisfactory than were its earlier ver- 
sions. First of all, it promises to raise only 
$5,750,000,000—which is considerably less than 
will be needed to meet congressional appropria- 
tions On a pay-as-you-go basis. Congress is duck- 
ing the unpleasant task of dipping into the vot- 
ers’ pocketbooks, but it is doing them no favor; 
it is exposing them to debt and inflation. 


The bill also is less fair than it might have 
been. It imposes less of an increase, percentage- 
wise, in the upper brackéts than in the lower. It 
closes few of the loopholes, such as the oil de- 
pletion allowances, which give some groups ad- 
vantages not extended to others. It increases ex- 
cise or sales taxes while leaving the capital gains 
tax untouched. It even refuses to collect taxes 
on dividends, interest and royalties at the source, 
although it is admitted that such collection 
would bring in an extra $323,000,000 a year with- 
out increasing rates. 

Over and over again, we have acknowledged 
the unpleasantness of the tax collector’s role, 
But unfairness does not make it any easier. An 
extraordinary world situation imposes extraordi- 
nary burdens. But Congress has been extraordi- 
narily reluctant to face up to them. 
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Two Captains 

Capt. William D. Clark, son of Gen. Mark 
Clark, has been wounded for the third time in 
the fighting in Korea.

Years 
afterward he wrote it out: “Wounded in breast at 
Ball’s Bluff, Oct. 21, 1861; in neck at Antietam, 
Sept. 17, 1862; in foot at Marye’s Hill, Fredericks- 
burg, May 3, 1863.” He was. Capt. Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes Jr., of the Twentieth Massachusetts 
Volunteers.

The recent flood on the Kansas and Mis- 
souri rivers could have been prevented. 
It was not an act of God; it was rather a 
failure of man to utilize his technical 
knowledge on how to control floods. 


The late President Roosevelt proposed a 
plan to stop these destructive floods when 
he recommended establishment of seven 
river valley authorities in 1933. The Mis- 
souri Valley Authority was one of those 
recommended. If, at that time, work had 
been begun on a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, this flood could have been pre- 
vented, or at least so controlled that losses 
would have been held to a minimum. 


If President Roosevelt’s proposal had been 
acted upon the Missouri Valley project 
could have been constructed at a fraction 
of what flood control would cost today. 
around 15,000,000; 
wages were low and materials were cheap. 
and the work could have been completed 
during the depression when _ millions 
begged for employment. 

Fortunately the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority was set and has been completed. 
It now serves as a model for flood control 
for all the world. 


Saving Millions Every Year 


There was too much water at one sea- 
son, too little at another. The problem 
for flood controllers is to bring the too 
much and too little into balance. In the 
Tennessee Valley this has been done. 


The estimated annual benefits of TVA 
flood control system are more than eleven 
million dollars. Curiously enough, more 
than half of these benefits do not occur 
in the Tennessee valley. 

Because Kentucky dam is so near where 
the Ohio joins the Mississippi, large floods 
at Cairo can be reduced by two to four 


feet. 

TVA’s first dam and reservoir, Norris, 
went into operation in 1936 and in that 
year reduced a flood crest at Chattanooga 
by four feet, with savings in damage esti- 
mated at nearly two million dollars. 


As additional reservoirs have come into 
operation, the flood control operations 
have become more effective. At Chatta- 
nooga alone the savings in damage from 
floods since 1936 have totaled about 45 
million dollars, or an amount equal to 
more than one-fourth of the flood control 
investment in TVA’s multiple-purpose sys- 
tem, in addition to damage averted at 
other points on the Tennessee river system. 


How TVA Provides Security 


In 1946, 1947 and 1948 Chattanooga was 
visited by what under normal conditions 
would have been the fifth, sixth and 
seventh largest floods ever recorded at 
that point. The TVA system reduced the 
crests of these three floods by 10 to 12.7 
feet, with savings in damage averaging 
over 12 million dollars for the three years. 

Chattanooga is the most vulnerable spot 
for floods in the Tennessee valley, and one 
of the most vulnerable in the entire coun- 
try. The greatest flood at that point was 
recorded in 1867, when Chattanooga had 
about 5000 population. 

If a similar flood recurred today, with- 
out control, it would cause 100 million dol- 
lars worth of damage. With today’s regu- 
lation by the TVA system, however, the 
loss would be cut to less than 13 million 
dollars. 

The reductions of flood crests on the 
lower Ohio and Mississippi rivers made 
possible by the TVA system increases the 
effectiveness of the existing levees to an 
extent which will provide security from 
floods to 6,000,000 cag of productive land 
and will reduce the frequency of flooding 
on an additional 4,000,000 acres. 

The effectiveness of the TVA system in 
helping to reduce flood crests on the lower 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers was demon- 
strated during the flood of long duration 
— in January and early February 

So severe was the flood, characterized 
by two major crests, that the Army Engi- 
neers considered the possibility of opening 


the fuse-plug levee of the Bird's Point-New 
Madrid floodway in southern Missouri. 

In anticipation of this possibility, hun- 
dreds of the residents of this rich farming 
area, comprising 200 square miles, moved 
from their homes. 

Operation of the TVA reservoir system 
made a major contribution to averting the 
need for using the floodway, with resultant 
saving of millions of dollars. 

The TVA system lowered the first crest, 
occurring in mid-January, by about two 
feet at Cairo, Ill. Other reservoirs, op- 
erated by the United States Army Engi- 
neers on tributaries of the Ohio river, 
resulted in a further reduction of some 
six inches. The TVA reservoirs reduced 
7 — crest at Cairo by approximately 
1.2 feet. 


“A Conglomerated Mess” 


That is the story of a flood control sys- 
tem which effectively controls floods. Look 
at the sorry substitute for flood control in 
the Missouri basin—the Pick-Sloan Plan. 

The Pick-Sloan Plan can be best de- 
scribed as a conglomerated mess requir- 
ing co-operation between five scrapping 
government agencies—Army Engineers, In- 
terior Department, Reclamation Bureau, 
Department of Agriculture, Department of 
Commerce—and eight different states. 


At the present rate of progress of Army 
Engineers it will take 50 to 65 years to 
complete the plan. That is, if the Army 
Engineers, who want water for navigation, 
can get along with the Reclamation 
Bureau which wants water for irrigation. 
And there is not enough water in the Mis- 
souri river, some authorities contend, to 
give both agencies what they want. 


Engineers’ 100-Year Failure 


Army Engineers have been working on 
the Missouri river system for 100 years, 
according to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
That the Army Engineers have failed to 
control floods on the Missouri has not 
been for lack of money. 

They have spent $300,000,000 deepening 
the channel for navigation since 1945. 
Congress has given Army Engineers $1,- 
250,000,000 in the last six years for work 
on the Missouri and its tributaries. 


Labor has fought for years for the estab- 
lishment of a sensible plan to harness the 
waters of the Missouri—a Missouri Valley 
Authority which would integrate flood con- 
trol with the whole basin. The recent 
flood havoc there certainly proves that we 
need less pork-barrel politics in fighting 
floods and more statesmanship under a 
realistic MVA. 


It is ironic that many of the reactionary 
Senators and Representatives who are 
most responsible for the present political 
bungling of our river development pro- 
grams, are from the very states which have 
been so seriously affected. 

It is up to the people of the Missouri 
basin to decide whether they want a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority with real flood con- 
trol, or a multi-billion dollar boondoggling 
project by the Army Engineers.

Capote Up a Tree 


TRE GRASS HARP. by Truman Capote. (New York: 

Random House, isi pp., $2.75.) 

When the autumn winds strummed on 
the tall grass below the cemetery it 
sounded like the singing of a grass harp, 
full of meaning and heavy with melan- 
choly. This song is the theme of Mr. Ca- 
pote’s new novel, a warm, incandescent 
little tale that might have been written 
10 years ago—or 10 years hence.

Kennan emphasized that he 
was not ruling out the possibility 
that the Kremlin leaders might 
decide that “a war is necessary.”

TAIPEH, Formosa, Oct. 12— 
Heavy rains procise Formosa a 
record rice harvest even larger 
than last: year’s bumper yield. 
This is important news for the 
Chinese Nationalists as well as 
farmers on this island. 

Unless a major typhoon or simi- 
lar disaster intervenes, agricultur- 
al specialists expect Formosa to 
produce 1,510,000 metric tons of 
rice this year. That is roughly 
100,000 tons more than last year’s 
harvest which exceeded the Jap- 
anese record of 1,402,000 tons es- 
tablished in 1938. 

With a bumper harvest in sight, 
the government here now should 
be able to feed its rapidly grow- 
ing civilian population as well as 
more than ,000 military per- 
sonnel. 

Plans For Rice Export 

The provincial government plans 
to export about 100,000 tons of 
rice for a return of $15,000,000 in 
foreign -exchange and the Food 
Bureau hopes to stockpile roughly 
150,000 tons. 

For the ordinary Chinese a good 
rice harvest means that the single 
most important item in their diet 
should be plentiful and cheap. 
Since a rise in rice prices jumps 
the cost of all other commodities, 
a bountiful rice supply gives hope 
to workers and governmental em- 
ployes living on fixed incomes. 
Only complainers are farmers who 
feel that the rice price is low. 

Chinese farmers were helped to 
produce record crops by the 
United States ECA mission and 
its sister organization, the Joint 
Commission on Rural Reconstruc- 
tion as well as agricultural serv- 
ices of the provincial government. 

CA contributed about 150,000 
ons of fertilizer at a cost of 
about $8,000,000. This is more 
than half the total of 283,000 
tons applied on the first and sec- 
ond rice crops this summer. 

Other JCRR Aids.

Circus Elephant’s Bones Studied 
For Clues to Crippling Arthritis 


Weight Apparently a Factor in Degeneration 
of Knee, Showing That Fatness in Man 
Can Play Role in Disease. 


Old “Babe,” one of the elephant 
queens of circusdom, is helping 
science support a theory concern- 
ing arthritis. 

The thigh bone of the famous 
four-ton trouper—who died in 
1937—was placed on exhibit at a 


scientific meeting by three Wash- 
ington researchers. They say it is 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP)— an excellent example of the wear 


and tear of arthritis that often 
accompanies old age in man and 
beast. 

For 51 years old “Babe” played 
with the Ringling Bros. and Bar- 
num & Bailey show. 

The doctors said “Babe’s” long 
years of performing in the hippo- 
drome might well have contrib- 
uted to the osteoarthritis they 


noted-in the knee end of the 
thigh. 

The evidence of degenerative 
arthritis in elephant bone lends 
further support to the theory that 
weight-bearing is a contributing 
factor to this malady in man and 
beast—and that therefore fatness 
in humans can play a role in its 
development. 

Babe’s big thigh—about three 
feet long, a foot in circumference 
and weighing 20 pounds—got into 
the act at the annual scientific 
assembly of the District of Colum- 
bia Medical Society. 

It was exhibited by Dr. Wil- 
liam Tobin and Dr. Robert Haw- 
kins of the Georgetown Univer- 
sity School of Medicine and Dr. 
T. Dale Stewart, Smithsonian In- 
stitution anthropologist. 

They discovered visual and X- 
ray evidence of arthritis in it after 
getting it on loan from the-Smith- 
sonian’s division of mammals as

Although Formosa’s rice pro- 
duction per acre annually is be- 
lieved to be the highest in Asia, 
it is still below the peak produc- 
tion rate achieve during Japan- 
ese rule by much heavier appli- 
cation of chemical fertilizer. 

Last year the provincial gov- 
ernment tried to save rice for ex- 
port by prohibiting - polishing 
whereby about 10 per cent of the 
most nutrient outer rice bran is 
lost.

More specifically Dr. Ambedkar 
attacked, as he did in an election 
manifesto, India’s Kashmir policy. 
The right solution to the Kashmir 
problem, he said, was partition of 
the disputed state on the basis of 
Hindu-Moslem areas with a pleb- 
iscite only in the Valley of Kash- 
mir, where it is still uncertain 
whether the inhabitants prefer to 
owe allegiane to India or Pak- 
istan. 

The loss of Dr. Ambedkar, a 
skilled lawyer, who in large part 
drafted the Constitution of India 
and much of the important legis- 
lation, will of course be felt by 
the Government. But as things 
now stand it is doubtful whether 
his criticisms of the Congress | 
party will produce more than a_ 
ripple on the deep waters of In- 
dian politics. 

If, however, the scheduled 
Castes Federation can organize 
itself strongly before the general 
elections, now due at the end of 
January, it may be that it could 
gain considerable support among 
those groups sufficiently detached 
to be impressed with Dr. Am- 
bedkar’s logic. 


AVERAGE ELECTRIC BILL IN U.S. 
CUT 2 CENTS A MONTH IN YEAR 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
average householder’s — typical 
monthly electricity bill dropped 
2 cents last year, the Federal 
Power Commission announces in 
its annual study of typical resi- 
dential electric bills in cities of 
2500 population or more. 

The cheapest power, generally 
speaking, was in the Pacific 
Northwest and the most expen- 
sive, in the industrial East, as it 
has been in recent years. 

The commission said the aver- 

_ age monthly bill from 100 kilo- 
watt-hours— which approximates 
residential consumption for light- 
ing, refrigeration and small ap- 
pliances—was $3.74 on Jan. 1, 
compared with $3.76 Jan. 1, 1950. 
In 1941 it was $3.98. | 

Between 1941 and 1951 the 
average monthly bills for 100 
kilowatt-hours declined in 43 
states, including Missouri and II- | 
linois, with maximum reductions | 
of $1.17, or 248 per cent, in| 
Arizona, and 98 cents, or 19 per 
cent, in New Mexico, the com- 
mission says.

“This is the gold opportunity 
to get some competition, while 
the defense program is in full 
swing,” Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral H. Graham Morison told a 
reporter. “The same opportunity 
may not occur again.” 

Morison, who heads the anti- 
trust division, said that 80 per 
cent of the contracts for alumi- 
num in the current program have 
gone to “the big three”—Alcoa, 
Kaiser and Reynolds. He added: 
“The other 20 per cent should go 
to independents.” 

Gives Opinion to Chapman. 

Morison disclosed he had given, ~ 
an official opinion along those | ~ 
lines to Secretary of the Interior | 
Chapman, who organized the | 
aluminum program, and the de-| 
fense materials procurement | 
agency, which is handling it. | 

The opinion, he said, was to the 
effect that the Government would | 
be justified in paying higher | 
prices to independent operators, 
if that is necessary to start them. 
It said competitive bidding is not 
mandatory. 

“The taxpayers,” said Morison, 
“helped give both Kaiser and 
Reynolds their starts when those 
companies got their first plants 
from the Government at around 
33 cents on the dollar. And 
Aluminum Company of America 
is in the field wtih 50 years of 
monopoly behind it.

$28,000,000 WORLD BANK 
- LOAN GRANTED YUGOSLAVIA 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP)— 
The World Bank announced yes- 
terday a $28,000,000 loan to Yugo- 
slavia, to be expended for equip- 
ment for improving electric power 
distribution, coal mining, extrac- 
tion and processing of non-fer- 
rous metals, manufacturing, use of 
forest resources, farm and fish- 
eries production and transporta- 
tion. 

The loan is in European cur- 
rencies. Although no dollars are 
involved directly, it is expected 
that Yugoslavia will convert some 
of the money into dollars to buy 
equipment made only in _ the 
United States. Some equipment 
will be bought in Germany with 
British pounds. 

The bank said the loan would 
have such an immediate effect on 
Yugoslav production that the na- 
tion’s balance of payments should 
be improved as much as $60,000,- 
000 a year by 1954.

U. of Virginia 
Hits at College 
‘Professionals’ 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Pa., Oct. 
12 (AP)—A_ faculty-appointed 
committee has recommended that 


the University of Virginia field 
“less professional” football teams 
and abolish scholarships and sub- 
sidies for athletes. 

The faculty wants closer super- 
vision of the school’s intercol- 
legiate athletic program. It said 
so yesterday in a 43-page report 
prepared after months of study 
by the three-member committee 
appointed by the academic 
faculty. 

The committee said the “uni- 
versity’s return to less profes- 
sional teams at the present time 
might .well mark it as a leader in 
that de-emphasis of football 


which college administrators, 
faculties, student bodies, the na- 
tional press, and public generally 
are now calling for ,..” 
“It seems almost certain,” the 
es asserted, “that better 
leges and universities of the 
conan will move in this direc- 
tion, not toward continued over- 
emphasis. The university would,’ 


'therefore, have no difficulty in 


finding competition at its level of 
excellence among institutions of 
comparable education and athletic 
integrity.” 

The committee’s report brought 
“no comment” from Colgate W. 
Barden, president of the univer- 
sity. Gus K. Tebell, the school’s 
athletic director, described the re- 
port as “interesting” and added 
“it would be wonderful if no one 
at any school received a thing.” 

Tebell added, too, that football 
at Virginia maintains 14 sports. 
He said a well-conducted subsi- 
dized athletic program has “cer- 
tain advantages.” 

The committee recommended, 
among other things, that: (1) be- 
fore a student may participate in

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any intercollegiate contest, he 
must apply for in writing and re- 
ceive endorsed approval of his 
application from the faculty com- 
mittee on athletics; (2) the facul- 
ty committee on athletics would 
have the duty of inquiring into 


and recording athletic experi- 
ences of athletes; (3) the com- 
mittee before endorsing an ath- 
lete’s application should satisfy 
itself the applicant has never ac- 
cepted directly or indirectly “re- 
muneration, compensatory gift, 
valuable compensation, or prom- 
ise thereof, for or on account of 
his athletic services, and that he 
is in proper and strict sense of 
the word an amateur athlete.” 

A special meeting of the aca- 
demic faculty was called for Oct. 
17 when the report will be con- 
sidered.

treaty of alliance with Britain, 
the Foreign Office said today. 

Britain now has two air bases 
in Iraq.under the terms of a 25- 
year treaty. 

The first move for _ revision 
Was made by Prime Minister 
Nuri al Said of Iraq during a 
visit here last month, the spokes- 
man said. The first news of it 
Was given out officially in Bagh- 
dad yesterday without advance 
warning to Britain. 

Some British officials linked 
the Iraqi announcement to Egypt's 
move to void the 1936 Anglo- 
Egyptian treaty of alliance. 

Nuri is regarded as a stanch 
friend of Britain. British officials 
did not appear greatly disturbed 
by the Iraqi announcement, 

No Hint on Requests. 

The Foreign Office spokesman 
declined to give any hint what 
treaty points Nuri is seeking to 
revise. 


“I can only say that the wishes | 


expressed by Nuri al Said are 
under consideration,”’ the spokes- 
man said. He declined to say 
whether Iraq might be invited 
to join in a new Middle East 
defense plan, along with Egypt. 

The 1930 Anglo-Iraqi treaty, 
besides providing for two British 
air bases in Iraq, also gives Brit- 
ain the right to maintain forces 
in the vicinity of the bases. 

The treaty came into force in 
1932 when Britain ended its 
mandate over Iraq and Iraq en- 
tered the League of Nations. The 
pact expires in 1957. 

On Jan. 15, 1948, a revised 
treaty was initialed at Ports- 
mouth, England, by the then 
Iraqi Prime Minister Saleh Jabr 
and then Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin. 

Terms of Treaty. 

It provided for the continued 
use by Britain of the two air 
bases, at Habbaniya, near Bagh- 
dad, and at Shaiba, in southern 
Iraq. It also set up an Anglo- 
Iraqi defense board ‘“‘to act in a 
permanent joint advisory capac- 
ity for the co-ordination of de- 
fense matters” between the two 
nations.

ICKHOFF lives with his 

mother, Mrs. Ethel Eickhoff, 

City Hospital librarian, at 5635 
Sutherland avenue. Reared in St. 
Louis, he was graduated from 
Cleveland High School, and was 
working at the bank when he 
volunteered for Army service in 
February, 1941. . 

“I thought it would be for just 
one year,” he said with a wry 


smile. “It turned out to be more 
than six.” 

But although those six years 
have left their harsh mark, Ejick- 
hoff feels no trace of bitterness. 

“I fought that out with myself 
in a hospital in England,” he said. 
“I decided there wasn’t any sense 
in being bitter. After all, my 
life was hanging in the balance, 
and it could easily have gone the 
other way.” 

The slender young St. Louisan, 
who. was awarded two silver stars 
and the French Croix de Guerre 
for his work as a reconnaisance 
officer with the Sixth Armored 
Division, spent two and one-half 
years in hospitals here and in 
Europe after he was wounded for 
the second time. 

Earlier, while his division was 
fighting for Brest, France, he suf- 
fered a serious leg wound when 
he and the driver of his jeep ran 
into a bivouac of Germans. He 
hobbled more than a mile back 
to headquarters, was hospitalized 
a month, then with a eompanion 
hitchhiked more than 400 miles 
before catching up with his out- 
fit. 

After his division saw service 


near Bastogne in the Battle of 
the Bulge, he fought in the Sieg- 
fried Line, then on toward Leip- 
zig in the fading months of the 
European war. He was wounded 
at Muhlhausen, Germany, on 
April 7, 1945, suffering both head 
and abdominal wounds. 


“I. was semi-conscious when 
they took me to the hospital,” he 
said, “but I couldn’t walk or talk. 
They told me I’d never walk 
again, but I told myself that I 
would. 

“When the first shock was over, 
I started to think about how I 
would be able to make out after 
the war. I wanted to do every+ 
thing humanly possible to help 
myself.” 

After six weeks in Army hos- 
pitals overseas, he was brought 
back to the States, to undergo 
plastic surgery, physical therapy, 
and to begin re-educating him- 
self. 

As a patient at O'Reilly General 
Hospital in Springfield, Mo., he 
started to walk with a cane, and 
when he left the hospital his 
speech had progressed to the 
point that he could say a few 


Fix It Yourself

Patching Plaster Holes. 


HE first step in filling holes 

in the plaster is to remove 

all the loose plaster. If the 
plaster has been applied to wood 
or metal lath, remove any plaster 
from between the lath. If you 
have plasterboard lath, this. isn’t 
necessary. Just remove the old 
plaster from the surface of the 
board. Now take an old screw- 
driver and undercut the edges of 
the surrounding plaster. 

Before the patch is applied, the 
edges of the old plaster should 
be dampened with water. If there 
is wood lath, dampen this too. 
No water is required on metal 
or plasterboard lath. 

Mix up your patching plaster 
and apply it to the opening with 
a trowel. In the case of metal 
or wood lath, work the plaster 
into the lath so that some of it 
oozes between the openings in 
the lath. Bring your patch to 
within % inch of the finish plas- 
ter and then let it set until it’s 
hard. When hard, wet down the 
first coat and apply the second 
coat. As this coat is only % 
inch thick you should be able to 
get a smooth surface on it with 
a trowel or straightedge. When 
this finish coat is dry, give it a 
light sanding to make it as 
smooth as the surrounding plas- 
ter and then give it a coat of 
glue size. 

After the size is dry, touch up 
the patch with the same color 
paint as used on the rest of the 
wall, ;

Although 
this week has been designated as 
National Employ the Physically 
Handicapped Week, many indus- 
trial leaders have conducted a 
year-round campaign to provide 
employment for the blind or crip- 
pled or otherwise incapacitated. 

Indicative of the increased in- 
terest in employment of handi- 
capped persons is an article in @ 
recent issue of Modern Industry 
which declares that “physically 
handicapped workers are one of 
the four reserves on which in- 
dustry must depend for more 
manpower as the effect of bil- 
lions for defense begins to make 
itself felt strongly by the end of 
this year... . 

“Experience of companies that 
have hired the handicapped 
should encourage managements 
that have never given thought to 
the problem or have shied away 
from it because they feared they 
would need to change jobs or 
make allowances for handicapped 
workers. 

“The fact is that comparatively 
few adjustments—of tools, jobs, 
workplaces—are necessary. In 
most companies, there are so 
many jobs that can be done with- 
out change by the people with va- 
rious handicaps, that the only 
task is fitting the person to the 
task.”’

The work of remodeling was a 
challenge to those church mem- 
bers who knew nothing of the 
building trades but they soon 
learned that they could remove a 
furnace and put in a new one, 
with ducts; tear out balcony rail- 
ings and build partitioning walls;

Plans for enlarging the brick 
building fell through because the 
lot was’ too ‘small and no ad- 
jacent ground was available. 
While the church’s expansion 
committee looked around Brent- 
wood for a place to buy, the prob- 
lem of pew space became more 
and more acute. On Sunday morn- 
ings there had to be two serv- 
ices to handle overflow attend- 
ance. Parking became a serious 
problem. The schoolyard was too 
small for the ever-growing en- 
rollment. 

About a year ago Kermit Wes- 
sler,, a Mount Calvary member 
and Van Horn’s next door neigh- 
bor, learned that the _ restau- 
rateur wanted to retire from bus- 
iness. Van Horn’s place was 
roomy, accessible, and covered 
eight acres of hilltop where no 
driver need jockey a car into 
space too short or where children 
need not curtail games at recess 
for lack of space. The expansion 
committee hurried over to Van 
Horn with $5000 as “earnest 
money,” hoping to close the deal 
Jan. 1, 1951. Enthusiasm among 
the Lutherans ran high—then 
skidded to a let-down' when the 
money was refunded by Van 
Horn. He wasn’t sure he wanted 
to sell after all.

N desperation the church was 
about to buy a three-acre tract 
of abandoned streetcar right-of- 
way which had space, but no sew- 
age facilities. Then in March 
Van Horn said he’d sell if Mt. 
Calvary still wanted to buy. The 
housing crisis was almost over, or 
so it seemed. Enthusiasm zoomed 
again, and the congregation 
voted at once to make the pur- 
chase. But it scraped the bottom 
of its money barrel to produce 
the necessary $100,000. It had 
little left to pay for labor and 
material, and a lot of both were 
needed for remodeling. 
Balconies surrounded the first- 
floor main dining room, sched- 
uled to become the hall of wor- 
ship. Balcony railings would 
have to come out and partitions 
would have to be built on the 
second floor to make parochial 
and Sunday school rooms. The 
south balcony would have to be 
converted to a choir loft. Every- 
where there were dining tables 
and chairs, and the kitchen was 
double the size needed but there 


was no place for a church and 
school cafeteria. Who would do 
the remodeling? It isn’t a 
wealthy congregation, but it 
prides itself on diligence and 
spunk. 

“Tradesmen among our mem- 
bers volunteered their services,” 
says Ray Blue, an accountant who 
is head of the building commit- 
tee.
